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he Tear Cycles in Your Life

Shakespeare’s “Seven Ages of Mat” have 
been speculated on by astrologically inclined 
students ever since the bard wrote of them 
—and before he wrote of them. In fact, there 
is every probability that they were taken di- 
rectly from astrological precepts older than 
the records of history. 

Two well authenticated systems of dividing 
our visit to this realm of necessary labors 
have come down to us from the ancients— 
both of them related to seven-year periods 
that commence with birth and continue until 
we pass on. 

Our lives are partitioned off by these cycles, 
from the first breath to the seventh birthday 
being the first, from then till the fourteenth 
birthday being the second, and so on. 

Please note that the birthday is the end of 
the year of life bearing its number. Thus: 
from birth to the time one is a year old, on 
his first birthday, is the first year. From the 
first birthday to the second birthday is the 
second year of life, although it said he “is 
one year old” all through his second year. How 
old is Mrs. A? We say she is 35, because on 
her preceding birthday she had completed 35 
years of life, but she is iv her 36th year—she 
has completed five of her seven-year cycles 
and is now in her sixth such period. 

Thus we see that man has more than seven 
of these seven-year cycles or periods (if he 
lives more than 49 years). Several astrologers 
have offered another set of periods of life, not 
of equal length, some of which last almost 
three times as long as seven years. These 
are ty based upon Hindu planetary 
periods, require a life longer than 49 
years for completion. We may comment on 
these unequal periods at some e date, bur 
tight now we shall discuss only the regular 
7-year cycle. 

This 7-year cycle, with its rhythmic changes 
of planetary rulers and sob-rulers, has been 
glanced at carelessly by some quite serious 
students of astrology, for they have apparently 
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not realized that the planetary rulers of the 
cycles and sub-cycles are keys that should be 
applied to each individual case according to 
the significance of those planets in the horo- 
scope of the native upon whom it is being 
used, 

This point in itself will resolve many as- 
trological puzzles, for it is a principle hover- 
ing over all laws of individual application 
of celestial vibrations that whenever a plan- 
etary influence is working upon the factors 
in your character (your individual horoscope ) 
it is that planet as seen through your nativity 
which is being applied to your affairs, For 
instance, Mr. X and Mr. Y were born in dif- © 
ferent years on the same date—their Sun po- 
sitions are identical as to sign and degree, but — 
Mr. X's Jupiter is trine to his Sun and Mr. Y’s 
Jupiter is square to his Sun. Jupiter transits 
both their Sun positions at the same time, 
with vastly different results—directly because 
of the different significance of Jupiter’s po- 
sition and aspects in their respective natal — 
charts. 


This same principle is the key that will — 


unlock the meanings of the seven-year periods 
and each year in them. eas 
The order of the planetary rulers of the © 
7-year periods is the Chaldean, the same order 
that gives us the rulers of the days of the week - 
and the atomic weight relationship of the an- — 
cient royal metals of the planets. et 
: Nery. Sapa years of human life are un-— 
ef oon. This is v to perceive, 
for it is the period of sctincy, dtc ate 
the most important factors of environment 
are presided over by the mother (Moon); it 
is the period of establishing the recently ar- 
rived entity in its new Earth surroundings and 
connections (the Moon is the satellite of the 
Earth, and the Earth itself is our nurturing, 
sustaining natural mother). 
Each of the 7-year periods is also related to 
a cycle of the great psychological elements, 
Earth, Water, Fire and Air, in that order, cor-

responding with the physical, vital, emo- 
cional and mental dominants of life. 


We thus see that the first 7-year cyde is 


one that brings out the physical factors—the 
infant’s most important function is to take 
root, build his body, become firm in his links 
co this world. This is particularly true of the 
first year, which is entirely lunar, for the first 
year of any 7-year period is ruled exclusively 
by the ruler of the entire period. In the in- 
fant’s second year we see the sub-rulership of 
influence of Mercury, the planet of speech, 
and it is in this year that vocal capacity is 
organized into the first successful attempts 
ro talk. An interesting sidelight of the second 
~ year is that girls usually start talking earlier 
and more readily than do boys; the ruler of 
the period, Moon, is more feminine than mas- 
culine and the polarity of these seven years is 
cherefore more sympathetic to their natures 
chan it is to those with male bodies, until the 
fourth and fifth years, when the masculine 
Sun and Mars take over the sub-rulerships. 


The natal Moon is to be regarded almost 
exclusively (together with the planets to 
which it makes aspects in the birth horo- 
scope) in determining the problem of sur- 
viving the first year. If the lunar position and 
condition is strong, all goes well; if not, it 
is a struggle to bring the little one through. 
Look at your own horoscope, taking the Moon 
alone, and see how it describes your first year. 
Ror your second year, take Moon and Mer- 


cury as they are in your nativity; for your. 


third year, your Moon and Venus; and so on, 
as shown by the table of period and year rul- 
ets. The seventh year, sub-ruled by Saturn, is 
always a test of survival, giving rise to the 
axiom that if the human being can get 
through his or her first seven years the he: 
bility of surviving to maturity is about a thou- 
sand to one, barring the possibility of external 
violence. In other words, the testing of Sarurn 
at the end of the first seven years of life es- 
rablishes the inner resistance and endurance 
qualities for a normal physical existence. Dur- 
ing this critical seventh year, the natal po- 
sition and condition of Saturn in the iadivid- 
ual case will describe the tests that are met. 


_ The second 7-year period, from the seventh 
birthday to the fourteenth, commencing at the 
beginning of the eighth year and going 
chrough the fourteenth year, is the period o 
preliminary education, presided over by Mer- 
cury. This period is also related to the Fire,

_ the development of sex power from the 11th 


custodian of the principle of growth, as ruler 


or vital, sychological element, bringing out 
year on—the 11th being the Mars year in 
this period, Mars being the ruler of Scorpio, — 
the sex sign.

of the 12th year of life. The emergence of 
sex power often appears under Jupiter, but 
it was first stirred in the Mars year. If it does 
not appear definitely in the 12th year, it 
usually lies dormant during the 13th, to come 
out under the lunar 14th. A personal study 
in the individual horoscope of the sex sig- 
nificance of the planets ruling these years will 
reveal whether the development will be early _ 
or late in this 7-year period. 

The third 7-year period is under Venus 
and it is also under the element Water, which 
is the dominant of Emotion. Here we see the 
stimulation and development of the feelings 
along the entire emotional fs aswellas 
the first realizations that life cannot be com- 
plete without the companionship and cooper- 
ation of the opposite sex. Man's artificial’ = 
habits and statutes do not take this natural 
law into consideration—many of our customs 
go directly against it, We have put economic 
security and maturity before physical and 
emotional maturity in our social plan, which 
is one of the reasons why it doesn’t work bet- 
ter than it does; we demand an artificial 
stifling of natural inclinations in this third = 
7-year-petiod, with the result that the interval 
between parents and children is often so great 
that one generation cannot understand the 
next one. And the artificial connotations and 
substitutions which our social “morality” pro- 
duces would require a large volume merely 
to index. | a 

Both the second and third 7-year periods 
are of such vast psychological significance that 
they cannot be too greatly emphasized for — 
study, observation and dire education. 
We, as a race, have blithely termed these twe 
critical, if not the most critical, periods of 
every human life “the formative years” aad 
then left the rising generations to themselves” 
while we struggle with the errors, mistakes

produced psychological problems that will en- 


dure far into the future, long after the present — 


unpleasantness is physically over. Some day 
we must realize the facts of the formative 
years positively and give the coming men and 
women a better opportunity to make more 
than war out of life. That is the lesson of 


_ this present struggle of ideologies; it has been 


. 


the lesson of all wars and struggles between 


the powers of light and darkness. Right here 


in the second and third 7-year periods of life 
that lesson must be learned. Some time the 
older generation must quit trying to justify 


its errors, admit them, and teach youth to do 


in great measure the opposite of what we 
have done. 
Every parent, guardian and teacher should 


know the horoscope of the younger people 


who look up to him or her and make as cer- 
tain as possible that the particular rulers of 
the period and sub-period, as placed and as- 
pected in the individual nativity, be well un- 


derstood and applied to the problems it .. 


brings up when in power. 

The fourth 7-year period of life, begin 
ning with the 21st birthday and lasting till the 
28th, is of the Air element (mental) and is 
dominated by the Sun. We must not confuse 
this mental period with the educational period 
that occurred earlier under Mercury (8th to 
14th years, inclusive ). This is the period when 
the individual really uses his or her own men- 
tal equipment in independent thought (if not 
previously made into a rubber stamp of some 
educational institution). This is the period 
when he first can do some original thinking, 
when he can draw up from within his own 
depths the peculiar qualities of mind that 
identify him from everyone else. 


But this does not mean that every man and 


- woman at this period of life does come up 


with his or her best. Here, as in every mo- 
ment of existence on this Earth, with every 
breath we take, the law of polarity (or dual- 
ity) is at work. This is the law under-which 
we have the power of choosing whether we 
will make our application of powers good or 
ill. 

As in every year of every period, if in the 
natal horoscope there be an aspect between 
the ruler and sub-ruler of the year, that re- 
lationship of planets and the promises of the 
positions and signs involved will come out 
strongly in that year. This is why there are 
differences between different itlividgals at

the same age, even though the ruler and sub- 
ruler for both are the same, They are the 
same planets, but to each human being the in- 
dividual meaning of a planet is conditioned 
down to his or her needs for this life. The 
grand principles and laws that flow through 
the planetary rays to us arrive for individual 
use in psycho-chemical combinations and for- 
mulae which do not repeat. The 51st year 1s 
almost always a very important one in any 
person’s life; look at it in the cases of F. D. R. 
and Hitler—it was in his 51st year that Roose- 
velt was first elected to the presidency. It was 
in his 51st year that Hitler precipitated 
World War IL 

The fifth 7-pear period, from 29th to 35th 


birthdays, starts the second series of four 


periods under the elements. Here we see the 
second Physical period, but this time it is 


under Mars as the period ruler, instead of 
the Moon as in the first Physical-Earth period. _ 


Mars being the planet of action, this is the 
time of life when we put into definite action 
the sum of our first cycle of the four elements: 
physical, vital, emotional and mental. What- 


ever Mars signifies in the individual horo- — 


scope is powerfully expressed. We are likely 
to meet and deal with people who are domi- 
nated by Mars or whose strong horoscope 
positions fall in conjunction with our po- 
sition of Mars, This is true of all the periods: 
we attract those who vibrate to our planet 
that is ruler or sub-ruler at the time. Very 
often these two planets will describe the na- 
ture of the attraction and motive for marriage 
at the time, or for any other outstanding hu- 
man_relationship between two or more people. 

The sixth 7-year period, from birthday 35 
to birthday 42, is under Jupiter and is of the 
Water-Vital element. This is the period of 
philosophic growth, when we grasp, perhaps 


for the first time, the inner significance of the - 


symbols life holds for us. We may not call 
it philosophy, but that’s what it is; our pur- 


poses rise to the surface, we formulate and _ 


become keenly conscious of our code of liv- 


ing, we appreciate religious truth more deep- 
ly, our horizon widens, either through travel 


or study, for these are the province of Jupiter. 
We do these things in our own individual 
way, of course, according to what Jupiter sig- 
nifies in our own nativity. 


The seventh 7-year period, from 42nd to 


49th birthdays, is dominated by the Fire-

Vibration is life. Vibration is a kind of 
inward motion which flows from the internal 
parts of all organisms in an outwardly direc- 
tion towards the circumference of these or- 
ganisms. Nor does the vibration end at the 
extremities of formal structures. It radiates 
out from the circumference of bodies to be- 
come what the ancients called “the magnetic 
field,” or aura. In terms of vibration, there- 
fore, all living creatures are centers of living 
energy which radiates from them as light or 
heat radiates from a flame. 

Vibration exists in an infinite number of 
conditions, which result from modifications 
of the rate or intensity of the vibration. The 
basic difference between a cosmic sun and a 
grain of sand is a matter of vibratory in- 
tensity. All things vibrate and all so-called 
inert matter is made up of minute vibratory 
vortices. Vibration is modified by two pri- 
mary factors. The first is the quantitative 
intensity of the vibration itself and the sec- 
ond is the density of the medium through 
which the vibratory rays pass. This may be 
called resistance. To use the analogy of light, 
we may say that the extent of its luminosity 
depends upon the power of the flame itself, 
in the first place, and the condition of the 
atmosphere in the second place. A powerful 
light is visible to a greater distance than a 
feeble light, and either is reduced in terms 
of visibility on a foggy night. 

Pure vibration was denominated by the 
ancients BEING—the basic fact of existence 
itself, the source and substance of beings. The 
mystics have named this pure vibratory es- 
sence GOD. And in the Chaldean Oracles it is 
called “The Ever Flowing Fountain of the 
REAL.” 

Pure vibration is beyond the estimating 
powers of the human being. He possesses 
no faculties capable of analyzing or examin- 
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ing its substance, nor can this unconditioned 
essence be discovered in the environment pat- 
tern of human experience. The wisest of the 
old philosophers, therefore, taught that 
BEING was knowable only through its three 
primary modes—consciousness, intelligence, 
and force. All trinitarian concepts of God 
are based upon the realization that pure life 
manifests through three basic conditions. 
These vast reservoirs of vibratory potential 
were called worlds, planes, or spheres, and in 
symbolism these worlds are described as the 
bodies of the Three-Blessed-Gods “In Whom 
we live, move and have our being.” | 
So recondite is this subject that human 
knowledge has never yet solved the mystery 
of the three basic modes of energy. Con- 
sciousness is, but no man can say what it is. 
Intelligence exists and certain creatures par- 
ticipate in it, but the greatest intellectual 
cannot explain the mystery of his own in- 
tellect. Force is. All physical substances are 
subject to the motions of irresistible forces, 
but not even the ablest physicist can give an 
adequate definition of force. Man is reduced 
to the pragmatic solution to his problem. 
He tries to explain what an energy is by de- 
scribing what that energy does. | 
An old axiom says: “After the One, the 
Three; and after the Three, the multitude.” 
Within the three great vibratory fields 
which make up the created universe, an in- 
conceivable differentiation takes place. En- 
ergy, Striking resistance, that is, meeting 
obstacle in the form of conflicting energy, 
manifests as an infinite diversity of impulses. 
Each of these impulses creates bodies or form 
symbols of itself. In the world of conscious- 
ness these energy complexes are called 
spirits. In the world of intelligence these 
energy complexes are called thoughts, and 
in the world of force these energy complexes

ave Called bodies. Of spirits man knows but 
 dittle. Of thoughts he has a greater but still 
uncertain knowledge. But of forms he has 
@ more adequate comprehension. He realizes 
that all visible structures from the atom to 
- the sun are vibratory forms, each in its own 
way bearing witness to some modification of 
the one basic formal energy. This is the sub- 
stance of the Platonic doctrine of forms and 
a key to the Platonic theology of the cosmic 
order. 
Universal vibration, moving through the 
organism of the human being, himself a 
complex of cosmic energies, manifests as a 
triad of intelligence, emotion, and action. 
_ The human personality is the basic environ- 
‘ment through which these energies must pass 
into manifestation. Ic naturally follows that 
the condition of the personality will, there- 
fore, modify the intensity of the manifesting 
vibration. This explains the mystery of evo- 
lucion. Organic quality is being continually 
modified by experience factors. This process 
is termed unfoldment or growth. This 
growth gradually brings about refinement of 
structure, that is, increases the vibratory rates 
of the body substances themselves. As a con- 
sequence, the internal energy moves more 
adequately through the refined structure. 
This greater release of internal potential is 


_the basis of the difference between the primi- _ 


tive creature and the great artist, musician, 
or philosopher. | 
The mental, emotional, and physical codes 
and standards by which a person lives, by a 
strange kind of cosmic chemistry, are com- 


pounded into a personality pattern and this — 


compound pattern becomes the vehicle of 
“his inner life. Thus his own thinking be- 
comes the vehicle for the thought energy 
moving through him, His own feetidips de- 
termine the emotional energy which will 
radiate from him. And his own standard of 
physical action establishes the normalcy .or 
-abnormalcy of his corporeal constitution. 


Space is full of vibration. It is a sea of 
moving forces, ever changing. In the depths 
of this ocean of living waters men exist as 

-lictle units of life in the midst of an immense 

area of life, Examined in terms of vibration 
these little human complexes are like tiny 
stars, pulsing in a universal sky, 

Nature is eternally defending itself against 
excess of stimulation. Stimulation is nothing 
more or less than an increasing rate of vibra- 
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“ing stimulated by che present course of 


tion. If over-stimulation occurs, the vibration — 
becomes too high for the medium or bow 
through which it is released and the result ts 


’ stress and destruction. Man at this-stage of — anor | 


his development is insulated by his person~ - 
ality complex and does not respond directly 
to vibratory rates injurious to his psychic 
chemistry. It is possible, however, in various 
ways to become sensitive to vibrations which 
the organisms cannot reasonably interpret. 
The result is confusion within the complex 
itself. | 

The human being is not only a recipient 
of vibration. To be alive means to be a center 
of vibration and all living things exercise 
some vibratory influence over their environ- 
ment. It thus appears that each of us is part 
of the environment of other things. The 
energy which flows from us influences the 
evolution of plants, animals, and minmerala 
To these other lives we are like planets. The 
human family is a constellation in space, ex- 
erting profound effect over other evolving 
lives. By analogy, human beings affect not : 
only other orders of living but their own as 
well, and each human being is a vibratory __ 
factor in the development of other human — 
beings. Humanity itself is a rate of vibra- — 
tion. And each of the persons that make fe 
up is a modification of that rate, 


Thought and emotion are themselves 
vibratory rates, exercising immense environ- 
mental force. The thoughts and feelings of 
one person may extend to those near him 
and modify their lives. The thoughts and 
feelings of great numbers of persons united 
in some common attitude become sufficiently — 
potent to effect the entire magnetic field of — 
the human race. Thus from generals we 
descend to the particulars of our present pur- 
pose, namely, to indicate the vibratory effece = 
of the present war upon the sensitive psychi- 
cal organism of human beings. eG oy: 

At the present time the greater part of the 
human race is engaged in a struggle for sur- 
vival. This is not merely a mechanical fact, 
it is a mental, emotional, and physical serug- 
gle, in which attitudes and convictions play 
the dominant part. Fach of these attitudesand 
convictions is basically a vibration, and its 
vibratory intensity is buile up by the number 
of persons who hold a specific conviction. — 
In addition to these large ideological factors — 
there are many other vibratory intensities be-

events. Immense vibratory reservoirs of hate, 
pain, sorrow, despair, and similar tensions are 
accumulating force with the passing hours. 
These tensions create great geometrical pat- 
terns of energy. Plotinus called them “efful- 
gent blossoms in space.” The energy pouring 
fom these complexes becomes part of the 
environment of all living creatures, and is 
especially severe in its effect upon human- 
kind because they are attuned to the basic 
modes from which these complexes derive 
their power. 


__ A simple example of this war is nerves. 


Ripples of nerve tension are constantly strik- 
ing against the aura of the pineal gland of the 
human brain. If the human being himself is 
naturally inclined to tension, this is revealed 
in the vibrations of this gland. The similarity 
between the vibratory tendencies of the per- 
son and the vibratory intensity of the world 
chaos results in a kind of sympathy. This 
similarity is an open door which permits the 


outside chaos to flow into the nervous sys- 


tem of the individual. He then develops a fine 


case of jitters. He does not know exactly 


what is wrong, but he is nervous, excitable, 
or irritable. If the vibratory pattern strikes 
his emotional structure, then he feels low, 
depressed, and shows melancholy symptoms. 
If it affects primarily his physical structure, 
there is devitalization, exhaustion, palpita- 


tion, bad digestion, headaches, and innumer- 


able other symptoms. 

The exhaustion caused by international 
tension has had much to do with the present 
development of vitamin therapy. Vitamins 


“are special preparations which capture the 
essential vitality vibration from various food 


products. They are the physical answer to the 
depletion caused by mental and emotional 
tension. Even the vitamin, however, cannot 


‘completely meet the challenge. Many pope 


feel that vitamins have become necessary be- 
cause of the over-refinement and adulteration 
of food products, This is unquestionably true 
in part, but there is another factor: the hu- 
man being is demanding more vitality sup- 
port than ever before in history.

~The Yezidi of Iraq have a peculiar doc- 


‘trine concerning the vibratory power of de- 
struction. The Yezidi are a strange sect of — 
devil-worshippers. Although the cult was —

tries. The Yezidi taught that the evil 
thoughts, and deeds of men created an invis- _ 
ible planet which moves in an orbit about 
the earth. They call this planet the Dark Star 
and worship it as the abode of the demo 
hierarchy of the Diamond Peacock. 
The esoteric doctrine of the Yezdi ex- 
plains that the Dark Star is nourished by the _ 
discords of men. These vibrations rising up 
through the earth’s subtle atmosphere 
reached the orbit of the invisible world. And 
here they are gathered up to become a con- 
stant source of further corruption. It is possi- 
ble that their belief did not originate in the 
speculations of the early Yezidi but may be 
traced to much older systems of occult phil- 


_osophy. For example: Pythagoras taught the — | 


existence of an invisible planet within the 
orbit of the moon and the Cabalists have a 
curious account of a demon world which they 


named the planet Lilith, which is described __ 


by them as the infernal wife of Adam prior 
to the creation of Eve. 


It is axiomatic that confusion has its own __ 


form. Negative vibrations brought into being 
by the struggle of the nations are not dis- 
sipated into empty space. They endure and | 
do move about the earth, sustained from age — 


to age by the energies flowing from the 
fountains of hate and dissension. Christian 


mystics have referred to these vibrations and 


the great vortex into which they flow as the _ — 


sin body of the earth. The Gnostics taught 
that it was this sin body which would be 


overcome by the Sotar-or Messiah. This is 


the Dragon of the astral light that must be 
slain by St. George. This is also the Black 


Dragon of the Orient (Black Dragon Society 


of Japan). This is also the dragon of Atlan- 
tean sorcery which destroyed the old world 
and still hovers menacingly in the psychic — 
atmosphere of the earth. 3 


Each human being is a center from which 
conditioned energy is constantly pouring to. 
nourish either good or bad. When, as the 
result of enlightened living and thinking, the 
individual contributes to the: positive prog- 
ress of humanity, the power of negative vi- 
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bration decreases; conversely, when he per- 
mits himself to dwell in negative and critical 
moods, he sends forth demon creatures to 
battle against the forces of light. 

Criticism, hate, greed, and all negative con- 
ditions of energy effect primarily the organ- 
ism which creates them. Destructive living 
destroys the one who practices it. He sets up 
a rate of vibration which attunes him with 
the ray of the Dark Star. He offers himself as 
a channel for the hosts of Yerlik, Regent of 
Evil, Prince of the Diamond Peacock. 


In the old teachings, therefore, it is taught 
as an absolute law that men are destroyed not 
by their times but by themselves. In spite of 
the evils that exist about them, each man is 
secure until he himself participates in those 
evils.

Time and again, charts are written up and 
published in astrological magazines and the 
astrologer in all good faith has taken the 
birth data out of WHO’S WHO, or been given 
information about a well known person 
from a relative, some close friend or through 
some other rather doubtful source. 

In the case of actors and actresses this 
mode of procedure proves fatal in nine times 
out of ten, for seldom if ever will you find 
correct data, especially about the year of birth 
given out by professional people. The town 
where an actor has been raised, has grown 
up and is known, is often given instead of 


the correct place of his birth from where he- 


moved away shortly afterwards. All this is 
leading up to the fact that concerning the 
four charts discussed here (while not of the 
theatre) the data was given to the writer 
personally, so you can rely on the facts being 
correct. 

If you have the desire to write but have 
been discouraged because some of the old 
astrological rules laid down for writers do 
not apply in your case, take courage; for here 
we have four well-known and successful 
writers, who, while they have some of the 
aspects and planet positions deemed nec- 
essary for success as a writer, have not all 
of them. 

Ladies first! Let us start with Faith 
Baldwin, the prominent novelist. She was 
born Otcober 1, 1893, at 8 am, in New 
Rochelle, New York. She looks so very young 
that it is difficult to believe this is her 
correct data. 

The first thing we notice in her chart is 
Sagittarius on the cusp of her second. Second 
house rules money; Sagittarius rules pub- 
lishing. The ruler. of her 2nd, Jupiter, is in 
the writers’ sign, Gemini, in the 8th; and 
her Moon is also in Gemini. She is a most 
prolific writer; a hard worker. Scorpio on the 
ascendant may account for this. Notice that 
her 12th house is well tenanted and she 
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Writes continually about hospitals, doctors — 
and nurses (the 12th being the house of 
confinement). Mercury and Saturn are con- 
junct in this house—Saturn in its exaltation. 

The conjunction of Mercury and Saturn 
attest to the depth of her mind, shows she 
is given to research, that she deals with facts, 
and very seldom, if ever, writes about a place 
unless she has been there personally. The 
conjunction is the personal aspect. 

Her planets in Gemini help her to write 
in a light, apparently careless and more or 
less free style which pleases the magazine 
reading public of today. People want to pick 
up 2 book and lose themselves in it for the 
time being, getting away from their own 
problems, 

Miss Baldwin’s writings have a strong 
flavor of romanticism, the Sun ruler of her 
10th (profession) being in the Venus sign 
Libra, Two other of her planets are in Libra; 
and Venus itself is rising in her 1st house. 

Mars, ruler of her 6th (work) is in Virgo, 
the sign that rules detail, writings, words; 
and it conjoins her Sun which is, as stated 
above, the ruler of her occupational 10th. 
Her Part of Fortune is found in the 9th 
(publishing); is trine to Venus. Its square 
to Mercury and Saturn give experience, the 
material of literature. 

Those planets of hers in Gemini (having 
rulership over relatives) has given her some 
family and relative responsibilities, which 
may have instigated her from the beginning 
to work and make money not only for her- 
self but to help others. Neptune, ruler of her 
5th (children) is in Gemini, sign of twins, 
and she is the mother of twins. 

Often in writers’ charts, the old books tell 
us, there should be some strong good aspect 
between Venus and Mercury conferring ex- . 
pression ability, as well as aspects between 
Mars and Mercury, preferably good ones. 
Miss Baldwin has a semi-sextile between 
Venus and Mercury and no outstanding as- 
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pect between Mercury and Mars—yet she has 
che faculty of putting her points over in a 
simple and entertaining way, holding your 
interest, never being too involved or tiring 
you, giving the feeling of enjoyment in what 
you have just read, Seven of her nine planets 
are in positive signs, adding to her capacity 
as a business woman; no doubt she gets paid 
well for what she writes. These positive po- 
sitions also keep her from being “pushed 
around”, you may be sure. | 

Students looking at this chart will wonder 
just how the eclipse of October 1, 1940, 
affected her. The Sun, while it indicates one’s 
_ physical body, to a greater extent, in her case 
rules the 10th; yet it was a health problem 
which necessitated surgery, that slowed up 
and interfered with her work for a time.

All you need 
to know is (1) your exact time of birth; 
(2). bow to set up your Solar Return on 
your birthday and (3) how to count, from 
chat Return, to the date and place desired. 
For step No. 3, arm yourself with Wynn's 
Increment Tables and save yourself a lot of 
time. 

We are here selecting a few of the high 
spots in Hitler's Key Cycles because we are 
ail painfully familiar with the advantage he 
has taken of his openings.

It stood in that 8th 
house as sentinel between the radical mid- 
heaven and 10th house Saturn—and it ruled 
the “End of the Matter”. It has, indeed! 

On February 24th, 1920, the Nazi Party 
was born—but according to Heiden (see his 
History OF NATIONAL SOCIALISM, it ut- 
tered its first Hitlerian cry at the Beer Hall 
 Putsch on November 9th, 1923. We all recall 
that this was the “failure” that sent Hitler to 
jailt—which furnished the occasion for MEIN 
KAMPF—which declared the Plan in words 
of one syllable—which became the target for 
ridicule, then amazement, then terror— 
which made its author a potential tool of the 
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ovetlords and their subsequent czar—which 
shook a decadent world out of a long sleep 
—which brings us down to today. A veritable 
House that Jack Built from a brawl in a 
beer hall. he 
In the KC chart Uranus rules the as- — 
cendant, rising in the Ist, conyunct the South 
Node (the point of “self-undoing”), trine 
Pluto and the 8th house Sun and Mercury; 
Saturn, ruler of the 12th (jail) conjuncts 
Mars in the 8th—and Saturn sits on his natal 
ascendant. Plenty of blood will be spilled 
(Mars), plenty of deaths will occur (8th 
house) and the 12th-house ruler, over- 
shadowing the ascendant of the chief per- 
former, promises a sojourn under lock and 
key. But Jupiter rules the KC 10th and 
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“Mercury, conjunct the Sun, rules the outcome 
(Ath) and the “self-expression” (5th) that 


produced the desired martyrdom and the 


literary fame that transformed an inconse- 
quential corporal into the breaker of the 
Reichswehr. 

This is one of the best examples on record 
of the desirability of going all the way with. 
the Key Cycle. With Uranus and S. Node 
in the lst (precipitation and false moves) 
and an 8th-house Saturn ruling the 12th 
(jail), we might be inclined to advise a 

stponement of any revolutionary move— 
ba if we look far enough ahead, past the 
inconvenience of the moment, we see the 
assurance of spectacular success. 

If one were foolish enough to. want to 
rise to power through deceit and double- 
dealing, he should see that Neptune rules the 
midheaven of his Key Cycle; if he wanted to 
fool the people with fair words and rosy 
promises (which he has no intention of 
carrying out), let him have Venus in the 
7th—the house of Dealing with Others—but 
let Saturn be the ruler of the house; if he 
would pose as the Father-Mother of the 
people, Cancer is the best ascendant he could 
select and it is an excellent idea to have Pluto 
in the 1st house to help with the gangster 
methods he intends to use. Such was the 
set-up on January 30th, 1933, when Hitler 
was made Chancellor of the Reich and such 
the map of his rise to power. 7 

The ruler of the M.C. (Neptune) was in 
the 4th—the Fatherland—and retrograde; 
the Moon, ruler of the Ist and 2nd, was in 
the 10th, declaring the “people’s choice” of 
the one who had insisted that they were the 
Government; the 8th house Mercury, ruler 


of the 4th and 12th, revealed the ultimate 


- plan—death (8th) or imprisonment (12th) 
for all who should stand in the way—and if 
there were any doubt of it, all we need to do 
is to look at the conjunction of that Mercury 

to Saturn, ruler of the 8th and 7th. Venus 
sits alone in the 7th, apparently friendly and 
harmless—but she is in close square to the 

11th-house Uranus and in close opposition 

to the 1st-house Pluto. It is as pretty a picture 

as one could desire for “fooling all of the 
people all of the time’—for a time. 


-. Just when Hider began to be guided by 


his astrologers is not definitely known (at 


feast to us) but history records that astrology 
was made a government department in 1935

Astrological Symbols in the Revolution 


One of the December features on the 
Pacific Coast was an exhibit of documents, 
money and bonds of the American Revolu- 
tion, at the Huntington Library in San Mar- 
ino (near Los Angeles). This exhibit showed 
many direct parallels with the present: war 
bonds, food shortages, fear of inflation, a 
farm bloc, warnings against counterfeit 
money, regulations for restaurants, sugar 
shortage and other similarities with our day 
so familiar that only the written and printed 
names of leading citizens and the peculiar 
old-style type on the yellowing paper re- 
minded one that they were the molding 
records of a bygone day. 

Astrologically, this is not surprising, for 
Neptune was then in the same position as 
today, and so was Uranus, the first in our 
governmental 10th and the second in our war 
7th—then as now. Also, Jupiter was in Can- 
cer, as it is today. Jupiter is the ruling planet 
of our national horoscope. 

Neptune is. the ruler of our national 4th 
house, representing lands and assets of the 
nation, all of which were pledged with the 
personal honor of our courageous forefathers 
to see the Revolution through to its success- 
ful conclusion (the 4th is also the end of 
the matter). Yet Neptune is traditionally the 
patron of doubts, fears and plans not too well 
made, ends not clearly seen except in their 
idealism. 

It is well known that Benjamin Franklin 
was an excellent astrologer—witness his 
numerous predictions concerning the qual- 
ities of days to come in his POOR RICH- 
ARD'S ALMANAC. The name “Poor Rich- 
ard” was taken from the name of Richard 
Saunders, a well-known astrologer at that 
time. That old ALMANAC, so far as is known, 
was this nation’s first astrology magazine 
‘and must have had many readers conversant 
with the subject. 

It is therefore not as surprising as at first 
it might seem to find in the Huntington 
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Library exhibit a war bond of 1779 with the 
signs of the Zodiac, the symbols of the 
planets and aspects made into two sides of 
its border. 


This old bond, reproduced herewith, was 


issued by the State of Massachusetts-Bay and 
offered to pay the bearer “Forty Pounds upon 
the 2nd day of December, 1779, with Interest 
at Six per Cent. per Annum, the Interest to 
be paid Annually.” It is a pleasant commen- 
tary that 1943 war bonds do not have to 


make so strong an appeal to the investment __ 
serse—we are a little more sure of the U. S. 


Government’s promise now than purchasers 
of bonds were in those uncertain times. 


If you will examine closely, you will see 
near the large capital F the symbols of Pisces, 


Gemini and the square. That these were put 


in at random may be the case, as some noa- 


astrologers believe (they take the view that 


the symbols were used to make the bond less _ ‘ 


easy to counterfeit); but these are the first 


signs used on the left and top, where reading — x 
begins, and they are the signs om America’s 


4th (assets) and 7th (war), and they are in 
square aspect to each other! 

Scorpio is the next sign, immediately fol- 
lowing the square, and is the sign ruling the

ments—the Declaration was made behind 
closed doors. Scorpio is also one of the signs 
of Mars, planet of direct action. A little below 
this is the Sun, occupant of our national 8th 
(a house of Mars) and ruler of our idealistic 
Och. Yet further down the Jeft hand border 
appears Mercury, ruler of our war 7th. 

All of this may be purely accidental, but it 
also may be significantly supposed to reveal 
the astrological foundations of our nation. 
One of the strange things about it all is that 
apparently there is no Saturn to be found, 
although there are numerous. Mercurys (our 
war ruler}, another Sun and at least one 
Mars. Aries, the other Mars sign, is patticu- 


larly prominent with at least a dozen repeti-

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The following prophecy is herewith re- 
printed from a rare book entitled “A Manual 
of Astrology, or The Book of the Stars,” by 
the first Raphael, printed in London in 
1828. 

“Antiochus Tibertus was one of the most 
famous astrologers of the fifteenth century; 
and although his death was very unhappy, 
yet his singular predictions render his name 
immortal. 

“He was a native of a town in Romagna; 
a certain officer carried him to Paris where 
he studied; and where, following the bent 
of his genius, he applied himself to the 
occult sciences, or rather to all the branches 
of that secret and curious art, called natural 
magic. 

“Considering in his own mind that this 
scierice had been decryed from its having 
been mostly in the hands of bold, ignorant 
and profligate persons, he thought to restore 
it to its former credit and repute by giving 
it all the advantages that could possibly be 
derived from mathematics, natural philos- 
ophy, history, and the fine arts, of which he 
was a perfect master. The pains he took in 
this respect were attended with rather more 
success than he anticipated; so much indeed, 
that before he quitted France, he had attained 
a very high reputation, and was considered as 
the cleverest astrologer of the day. 

“Upon his return to his native country, 
where that sort of knowledge was in the 
highest repute, he found it necessary for his 
own security, to ingratiate himself with some 
of the petty tyrants or little princes that were 
possessed of the several cities and territories 
in Italy. Nor was it long before he gained 


the confidence of Pandolfo Malatesta, at that 


time sovereign of Remini; with whom he 
lived in the greatest ease and credit. His rep- 
utation was quickly raised to such a height 
(as well by the curious books he published, 
as by the happy verification of many of his 
predictions) that his house was continually 
thronged either with visitors who were per- 
sons of distinction, or clients who came ro 
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him for advice; so that in a short time he 
amassed a competent fortune; and as he was 
esteemed, courted, and beloved by persons 
of the highest rank, he might, according to 
appearances, have promi 
fortable journey through life and a pa 
passage out of it in old age. But fate (to 
whose decrees Antiochus Tibertus was no 


stranger) had, it seemed, willed otherwise. 
In a word, he has established his fame to 
posterity by three incontestible predictions; 


one with respect to his most intimate friend; 
another in regard to himself; and the third 


relating to his patron the prince. Each of | 


them wholly improbable at the time they 


were delivered; all of them inscrutable, by 
the rules of human policy or prudence; and 


yet all exactly accomplished. 


“This friend of his was Guido de Bogni, 
one of the greatest captains of his time, as 


well as one of the bravest and boldest.men 
that ever lived. He was very earnest with 
Tibertus to reveal to him the secret of his 
destiny. After considerable reluctance, this 
great master of his art declared that Guido 


would certainly lose his life by the bands of — ‘ios 


one of his best friends upon an ill grounded 
suspicion. Some time after this, Tibertus 


calculated his own nativity and made no 
scruple of declaring that himself was fated — 


to lose his head upon the scaffold. 


“Pandolfo, his patron, would likewise have 


his horoscope calculated, which Tibertus 
would willingly have declined; but finding 
it impossible, he would not hazard the credit 
of his art by telling a falsity; and therefore, 


although he was at that time the richest per- _ oy | 
son in all Italy, Tiberrus ventured to acquaiat 
him, that after suffering great want, bewould 


die in the common hospital at Bologna. 


“Not long after this Guido was made 


commander-in-chief of the army of Pandolfo, 


the aforesaid prince, and patron of Tibertus, 
upon which the Count de Bentivoglio, who — 
was father-in-law to that prince, wrote him 


a letter in which he assured him ‘that he had 
made a shepherd of a wolf’ and that Guido 
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‘was certainly intriguing with the pope, and 
had promised to deliver up the city of 


Remini whenéver he desired it’. The tyrants - 


of Italy were never men of much discern- 
ment, and therefore the prince Pandolfo, as 


soon as he had this information, made a 


great entertainment to which he invited all 
his favorites, and among the rest Guido and 
Tibertus the astrologer. At this supper Guido 
was stabbed (exactly as the former pre- 
dicted) and as it was suspected that Tibertus, 
from his great intimacy with him, might have 
some share in the conspiracy, he was thrown 
into a dungeon and loaded with irons. 

“[t may easily be imagined that Tibercus 


passed his time very unpleasantly in this dis- — 


mal situation, and therefore ic will not be 
deemed surprising when it is stated that he 
endeavored to seize the first opportunity of 
escaping which offered. It seems the gaoler 
co whose care Tibertus was committed had 
a daughter of singularly mild and gentile 
manners, whom he at length persuaded to 
furnish him with the means of breaking out 
of his dungeon into the castle ditch, from 
whence he might easily escape. 

“In the interim, Count Bentivoglio had 
discovered that the information he pave his 
relation was ill founded; and of this he sent 


- him am account, aS soon as it was in his 


power; at which news Pandolfo was infinitely 
affected and grieved at his rash and cruel 
measures. : 

“It was however impossible to recall his 
unfortunate general Guido from the grave; 


-but he gave instant orders that Tibertus 


should be set at liberty. The persons who 
brought these orders came just at the fall 
of night, and strange to say, precisely at the 
time the astrologer had forced his way into 


_ the ditch, where after a slight search they 
_ found him. - | ne 


__ “When this was reported to the tyrant his 
former suspicions returned upon him with 


_ redoubled vigor; and recollecting at the same — | 


time the prediction of Tibertus, that he him- 
self should be deprived of his patrimony be- 
fore his death, he concluded that the first in- 
formation could not be groundless; but thac 
without doubt the astrologer must be con- 
cérned in some such pernicious design. To 
free himself therefore from these appren- 
sions, he gave orders that the next morning 
Tibertus should be beheaded before the 


prison gate; and thus the second prediction 
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was verified in 2 mannet equally strange, and 
out of the reach of human foresight to pene- 
trate unassisted by the rules of art. Letusnow

Ist: At fairly regular intervals I have 
married clients who are either born into 
Cancer or Libra or have married such zodiacal 
mates. The usual reason for seeking help and 
advice from me is the problem of the off- 
aoe Now Cancer and Libra have attitudes 

iametrically opposed in this matter: Cancer 
parents place the children first, and Libra 
parents place the mate first. And the result 
in time is the other parent seeking me. The 
mate of Cancer wants to know why the 
children have to be all important, and why 
he or she can’t get a matrimonial look-in; 
and the mate of Libra wants me to explain 
why the children aren’t more important and 
cared for. Sometimes, of course, it’s the 
Cancer parent who comes to me to have me 
say why the other half doesn’t understand that 
children should take first place; and some- 
times it’s the Libra parent who wants re- 
assurance from me that the children are 
secondary in a marriage, and that the other 
half should concur. 

It’s interesting, revealing, and even amus- 
ing to take a look at the solar charts involved 
with this in mind. Take Cancer, first. Cancer 
on the Ascendant puts Capricorn on the 7th, 
and does that explain the attitude toward 
the mate! The mate is looked upon as useful 
(Saturn) and to be relied upon (Saturn), 
a necessary (Saturn) factor; but not just 
overwhelmingly engrossing or attractive. 
Whereas on the Cancer 5th is the sign 
Scorpio—and does ¢hat explain the attitude 
toward the children! An intensity that broods 
and hovers, that is intensely possessive and 
jealous of the child’s other attachments; that 
wants to keep the child forever. Yet one that 
will itself last and go on giving love and 
loyalty for long. And Libra—put that sign on 

an Ascendant. You see Aries, the persogal 
and youthful sign, on the 7th: and the at- 
titude toward the mate is one that never stops 
being personal and has the happy ability to 
renew its youth periodically. Whereas on the 
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Libran 5th is Aquarius—and the attitude 
toward the children does at times get cen- 
sored by society as unconventional, doesn't 
it? In the sense of not featuring the accepted 
ideal of Mother Love with capitals. 

Which doesn’t imply any criticism on my 
part of either Librans or Cancerians: only 
those who didn’t understand the missions of 
the zodiacal signs could criticize. 

4th: Because of one factor that doesnt 
conform, I haven't been able to find the 
system back of it; but anyway here's “it.” 
Our human relations, i.c., our relations with 
other human beings, come under the 11th, 
the 7th, the 3rd, and the 5th houses. And the | 
llth is ruled by a so-called “human sign’, 
Aquarius, whose symbol includes the figure 
of a man. The 3rd is also ruled by a “human” 
sign, Gemini, symbolized by two human 
figures. The 7th likewise: the figure of a 
blindfolded woman holds a pair of scales. 
So far it is a system: the human signs rule 
the human relations—friends, those in our 
current environment, and our mates and 
equals. But alas I can't at this writing account 
for the 5th, our children, which isn’t human 
but is the figure of a lion. (By the way, the 
4th doesn’t really rule human relations in the © 
sense of mates and children; it primarily 
rules the home itself.) 

7th: Speaking of clients, when those who 
don’t understand astrology have been told 
something about their transits by some stu- — 
dent, and know no mote, it is quite difficult 
to explain to them how, at one and the same 
time, they can be having a square and a trine 
of the same major planet! I had a client 


»yesterday who had just this: Neptune was 


in the s¢gz square to her natal Sun, but by 
degree it was in exact trine. Personally, I 
believe because of the weight of my ex- 
perience that the moment a major, planet 
enters a sign everyone born in that sign, even — 
at the very end of it, feels that planetary in- 
fluence. I believe,for example, that Neptune's

being in Libra has altered the essential nature 
of Libra as itself and has given it Neptunian 
coloring; so that anyone with a planet any- 
where in Libra will feel ic henceforth (until 
Neptune leaves) in a Neptunian fashion. I 
have seen so many, many instances of this. 
LOth: Did you ever notice how as people 
mature and grow elderly the sign that oc- 
cupies their midheaven becomes more and 
more significant to them? The midheaven, 
of course, is our point of aspiration, what we 
are striving to achieve; and as the fires of 
youth and physical strength burn themselves 
out, our natural aspirations do tend to come 
out more visibly and consciously. This ex- 
plains a great deal in charts whose Sun sign, 
Ascendant, and Moon sign are different from 
that on the midheaven. 3 | 


12th: There are three things that can be 
done by anyone whose natal chart shows 
Uranus, Saturn, etc. on the 7th cusp or within. 
If it’s Uranus in this position these choices 
include (one): marrying and eventually 
being divorced. (Two): marrying a divorced 
person. (Three): marrying an Aquarian or 
a person with Uranus dominating the chart. 
In the two latter cases the divorce indications 
are greatly lessened. If it’s Saturn there, the 
native can (one): marry and endure dis- 
¢cipline or unhappiness. (Two): marry a wid- 
owed person, or an older person. (Three): 
marry a Capricornian or one with Saturn 
dominating the horoscope. Again, the two 
latter choices lessen the general indications 
of a Sacurn-seventh. 

- This, of course, is to leave out the other 
general possibilities: the nature of the mar- 
riage itself, which, if it is lived in accord with 
the higher meanings of the zodiacal signs, 
does not incur any of the harsh side of the 
same signs. 


16th: My family owned a cat which re- 
quired housebreaking when it came to us. It 
was particularly hard to train, and at the 
same time anxious to please. Eventually this 
resulted in the cat conceiving a brilliant idea 
of what was wanted; it would commit the 
errof, put its own nose in it and then jump 
out of the window! A literal imitation of

My friend began on a day! — 
when the Moon was in Taurus. He noticed 
that he did rather well on these days; but it 
wasn't until the Moon changed into Gemini 
that a contrast struck him and he got in touch 


with me to point it out. “On the Taurus 


days,” he told me, “they came and stayed; 
but when the Moon went into Gemini | 
couldn’t keep them—they would come in and — 
be out again in no time, whether they made 
a purchase or didn’t. The difference between 
this quick motion and the easy dallying of 
the previous days was quite noticeable.” I 
didn’t hear from him for a couple of days 
more. Then he phoned me. “Say, I've got 
something that will interest you,” he en- 
thused.

21st: After reading over the story about 
the cat and Capricorn, J am reminded of a 
friend who has learned to handle her natal 
indications in a philosophical fashion too. She 
has all the indications possible in one natal 
chart relating to the keeping of secrets. She 
can’t. Even when she gives her whole mind 
#0 it, and her heart, and her soul, or what 
have you. She just can’t. And having found 
this out via the painful route of living, she 
no longer tries either to have a secret or keep 
it. In her natal you can see the ruler of the 
12th (secrets) in the midheaven (the eyes 
of the world, publicity ). You can also see the 
ruler of the 10th in the 12th. And, you will 
notice that her 12th is ruled by the same 
planet that rules her Ist (what others see). 
So, as I said, she has become philosophical. 

23rd: A discussion the other night brought 
out a point about Saturn. A group of us were 
exchanging points that had come our way, 
and the talk veered to second hand furniture. 
_ We agreed that of course Saturn rules such 
_ furnishings, because it rules old things gen- 
erally (through its rulership of time). We 
agreed too that many a chart with Saturn 
strong goes in for either selling or collecting 
this type of possession. Then we took up the 
renting of furnished homes. If Saturn types 
favored renting why did they do so? Then 
this point emerged: Saturn rents other peo- 
ple’s furniture not because of any ducking 
of responsibility but because by owning the 
furniture the other person has put him or 
herself on record as to taste, and thus Saturn, 


the planet which finds it difficult to commit 


itself through caution, is spared the necessity 
to do so and feels comparatively relaxed and 
at home. Added point: the other person, the 
one owning the furniture, has provided the 
authority that Saturn needs for acceptance: 
its own comes hesitantly. 


24th: As if proof of astrology were nec- 
essary, there is this true story.

Having five times practiced our art of 
detecting the horoscope of an individual

same, the nose slender, and even the lips in- 
clined to be thin.

_ somewhat pointed, and slender. The chest was 
‘comparatively narrow; the head, while long, 
inclined toward narrowness too. It was held 
erect, and so was the entire frame. The arms 
and the legs were rather long, and slender. 
_The forehead was inclined toward height. 
Everything about the person, both build and 
clothing, gave an impression of neatness, and 
no waste. You felt that while the body was 
comparatively lightly built, ic was also well 
poised, The ears were not large, the hair was 
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neutral, indefinite, and the rather light or pale 
complexion gave evidences of tanning easily.

You had noted already the nervousness of 
your subject, and you tried to find out either 
by direct questioning or by listening to rumor 
and gossip, whether this person had had 
nervous troubles in the past.

And whether this person had 
ever been threatened with consumption. If 
you heard of headaches, difficulty in getting 
to sleep or remaining so, it corroborated. So 
did asthma, blood troubles, and of course men- 
tal overstrain. 

Your job of placing Mercury strong in a 
well evolved person was of course more diff- 
cult and complicated than it would have been 
if the person were of lower evolution. Then 
the earmarks of a prominent Mercury, to 
which your subject could react only on the 
lower planes, would have confronted you with 
a person who caused you to come alert and 
guess Mercury by a strong impression of 
shiftiness. This person showed an excessive 
talkativeness, to the point of minutely split- ~ 
ting hairs, contradicting, arguing; and an 
utter inability to listen to anyone else. There 
was effusiveness, even gushing, when in the 
presence of successful, influential people. 
There was a constant reference in the talk to 
being “meant for better things’; and you no- 
ticed that this person couldn’r stand for a 
minute being in an inferior position, but 
perpetually exacted the attention and service 
of everyone around. Yet the talk was light, — 
frivolous, superficial. There were protesta- 


tions of being “sensitive,” sometimes hys-- 


terically so; yet you found that when this 
person was called upon to help others their — 
“sensitiveness” was merely selfishness. You 

even heard evidence of untruthfulness, schem- 
ing, ingratitude, and dishonesty of a planned 
and cunning kind. There had been, you heard, 
a practical attitude and a cool head in love 
affairs, In work, this person had used that 
head more to evade work than to accomplish 
it. You were able to note with your own senses 
the pervading vanity of this subject. ¢ 
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But the detecting of a well evolved Mer- 
curial person being more interesting, you 
managed to find yourself in the company of 
your subject of the evening on your way home 
that night. You proposed walking since the 
distance was short; this enabled you to watch 
for predominant interests encountered. Al- 
though this person had not visited you before, 
you expected that when you invited him or 
' her to come in for a moment, that no ques- 
tions would be asked you of the route. And 
none were asked. You watched your subject 
find the way by strict observation, and because 
he or she was instinctively accustomed to no- 
ticing sign posts, bill boards, details of the 
landscape, something interesting about a 
home, etc. You knew that if this person were 
in a district but a few days, enough would 
have been observed to enable the way to be 
found in almost any direction. You watched 
mow as this person noticed with quick sight 
an advertisement just replacing a familiar one, 
and which corner it was on. How he or she 
knew when you passed a meeting hall, a 
public lecrure auditorium, a school, a library. 

And when your own home was reached, 
- you were almost amused to find how few 
moments were needed to enable this person 
to find the location of your books, to sense a 
concealed drawer, and to comment on any 
ingenuity in the building or furnishing of 
your house. If you collected anything, this 
drew from your Mercury strong subject an 
equality of interest—regardless of just what 
you collected. 

You proposed a little something to eat. 
Sure enough, this person was a spare eater. 
Even had certain little biases, dietary habits, 
fads, that he or she did not insist upon but 
that inevitably came out. You had a feeling 
when you opened your refrigerator that the 
quick eyes beside you could have named every 
object in it after you closed the door and told 
you just how far you fell short of perfection 
of orderliness and sanitation; in fact, you got 
a strong impression of fastidiousness. How- 
ever, the entertaining and charming table 
manners and conversation of your guest off- 
set; and confirmed your original assumption. 

You almost hesitated to allow him or her 
to help you dispose of the waste; but still you 
kept your eyes open during the process. You 
saw this person go to the length of folding 
paper rather neatly before putting it into a 
___ trash basket. 
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After your guest left you, you sat down for 
a few moments to review. You glanced about 
your room, remembering how he or she had 
handled that ornament, walked over and — 
touched that lamp shade, bent to smell your 
flowers, taken the pains to look out of your 
window in both directions. When you added 
your kitchen and table experience to this, you 


found you had had a guest whose five senses 


were strongly developed; and who never 
ceased to use one or another of them. 

You remembered something else, now you 
thought of it: you remembered getting an 
impression that your guest was not at his or 
her best here, whereas it had been otherwise 
in the house you had quitted. This, you now 
realized, was because Mercury strong requires 
a number of people, the more the better, to 
really bring out all sides of the character; 
being alone with just one soon rouses impa- 
tience, and so self consciousness.

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If you have carefully studied the two pre- 
- ceding lessons you have seen that the alpha- 
ber of astrology (zodiacal signs, planets, 
rulerships) is used in the mundane houses, 


not as the intrinsic nature of the signs and ~ 


planets, but as links between the departments 
of life. 

In other words, the houses of the horoscope 
are the location angles invisibly marked in 
the heavens around each of us, with our 
birthplace as the center of the universal 
sphere for each of us. Each angle, division or 
sector (different names for the houses) of 
the sphere (which in the horoscope map is 
represented in two dimensions instead of the 
‘three of which it is really composed) is al- 
ways the same department of life. See the key 
words of the houses on page 25 of the preced- 
ing issue; when you would know a certain 
individual’s marriage problems, you examine 
the testimonies of his oc her 7th house, to- 
gether with its ruler (planet ruling the sign 
on its cusp), its occupants if any, and the 
_ positions and natures of planets which are in 
aspect to thar ruler and those occupants. All 
of these will be felt as the complex relating 
to that particular individual's marriage. 

The same principle of interpretation ap- 
- plies to any matter. 

One of the best tips on interpretation is 
mentally to ask questions of the horoscope 
which you are studying. Have a list of topics 
in mind, a list concerning which you are try- 
ing to find out all possible for the purpose 
of enabling the native to understand himself 
by knowing and appreciating his environ- 
ment, The horoscope is environment of the 
spirit, not the spirit itself. It is the field of 
operations and limitations within which the 
spiric thus incarnated can move, choose and 
have free will. It is fatalistic, because it can- 
not be changed. It is subject to free will, be- 
ae the native can use his assets well or 
- Some students and practitioners look at a 
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horoscope as though they expected it to 
speak from the paper to them. This ts rather 
dangerous, because it tends to omit a great 
deal that doesn’t speak from the paper. The 
tendency is to see only those externals that 
the planetary positions suggest, when what 
we really want and should obtain from the 
horoscope is the celestial message that is each 
individual’s Book ef Instructions for living. 


When we approach the horoscope with — 


our list of mental questions and pursue each 
one of them through the entire horoscope, 
we obtain the maximum information of 
which we are capable at the time, for this 
method draws out all we know of the mean- 
ings of everything related to the topic. 

For instance, suppose we would know the 
matrimonial environment of the spirit known 
for this lifetime as Mrs. T. We ask the mental 
question: “With what problems, benefits and 


conditions does she meet as she travels the 


path through this existence?” 
Mrs. T at the present moment is the Very 


‘young Miss X, but in twenty or thirty yeats 


she will meet and marry Mr. T. Let us see 


what we can find out about this furure mat- — 
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riage from her viewpoint, although she is 
now still in the cradle. | 

Her matrimonial -7th house is ruled by 
Saturn in the 12th. 

Her matrimonial 7th has Sun at the cusp. 

Her matrimonial 7th also holds Venus. 

Please remember that up to here in these 
lessons we have not discussed the natures 
of the planets—we aren’t supposed to know 
anything except what has appeared in Les- 
sons I and IIl—we are dealing solely with 
houses and rulers. : 

With the ruler of her 7th at the sensitive 
12th (all cusps are sensitive—the closer a 


planet is to the cusp the more powerfully it 


is felt in that house) she is going to have 
considerable matrimonial experience of a 
confidential nature. This is because the 7th 1s 
matrimony and the 12th has to do with 
secrets, confidences, things good and bad 
done behind the scenes, as we learned from 
the key words here last month. 


What contacts (aspects) has her Saturn? 
It is in aspect with Uranus, which brings in 
the 9th house, for the 9th is ruled by Uranus. 
We thus see that her married life will be 
concerned with distance, travel, philosophy. 
She may meet her first husband while on a 
‘trip or voyage, or he may come from a dis- 
tant place, or he could be a native of some 
other nation, a foreigner. There also will 
probably be considerable accent on religion 
in her marriage; her husband might be a 
preacher, a minister of the gospel, a philoso- 
pher. 

Her Saturn (not because it is Saturn in an- 
swering her matrimonial questions, but be- 
cause it is the ruler of her matrimonial 7th) 
is also in contact (aspect) with Neptune. 
Neptune is located in the 4th house of her 
horoscope, bringing in all the 4th house mat- 
ters indicated by last month’s key words: 
home, estate, domestic conditions, parents 
(both hers and his), et cetera. But this is 
not all we see concerning her Neptune, for 
it is the ruler of her 10th, thus bringing into 
her matrimonial picture the matter of reputa- 
tion, her career, her relations with superiors, 
et cetera (see the key words—better still, 
_know them). This, by the way, is a rather 
revealing set-up, even at the beginning of our 
questioning on this one department of lite: 
she has the rulers of her secrets and her repu- 
tation both linked with her marriage. She will 


have the opportunity and perhaps the tempta- 
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tion to pursue confidential experiences, while __ 
at the same time being herself the means of _ 
making them public—in connection with her _ 
matriage. | a 
Neptune being in her 4th, parents, aspect- 
ing Saturn, ruler of 7th in 12th, she might _ 
have a secret marriage while living at the — 
parental home (4th), which would later 
come to light (10th, ruled by Neptune), the

continue tO treat it as something that links 
houses together by rulership. | 


In Mrs. 'T’s nativity the Sun rules the 3rd, 
thus bringing into her marriage (the 7th 
house position of her Sun) a powerful re- 
quirement having to do with the lower mind, 
the intellect—she will demand a mate whose 
mind is above the average, someone with in- — 
tellectual capacity or achievement to his 
credit. He might be an author. All the other 
key words of the 3rd house are here involved, 
too, and will suggest numerous matrimonial 
conditions. Her marriage will affect relations 
with her brothers, sisters and neighbors, or 
they will affect her marriage, or both. 

The Sun in her horoscope has contact with 
Mats. If you do not know the aspects, refer 
to the preceding course of five lessons on 
aspects which appeared in these pages, begin- 
ning in the issue of July, 1942. . 

This gives us a link between her 7th and 
the 6th, where Mars is located in her nativity, 
showing that her marriage is to be affected 
by her state of health or that of her mate; 
that inferiors, servants, will play an important 
part in what marriage means to her. Her 
husband, through this aspect, might also be 
connected with the healing arts, as a doctor, 
surgeon, public health officer, nerve specialist. 
He might be strongly attached to or repelled 
by small animals, for these also are shown 
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by the 6th—she and her husband might find 
any matter connected with the 6th house to 
be a bond or a cause of separation. We here 
make mental note of this face, but have not 
yet had enough of+this course to make a 
competent estimate as to which it would 
more likely be. | : 
Those are some of the things that Mars 
will mean to her because of its location in her 

6th; but Mars is the ruler of her 11th and 
co-ruler of her 5th. 

As ruler of her 11th, we see it bringing 
into her marriage important friendship con- 
tacts; her friends will affect her husband, his 
friends will affect her, their mutual friends 
will affect their marriage. The friends will 
have something about them which is below 
Mrs. T’s social, occupational or health station 
in life, for they come to her through the 6th 
- house—this also could mean that she herself 
will be called upon to serve them or with 
them, for the 6th is the house explaining the 
conditions of her personal service to others. 
Each of the key words of the 11th should be 
applied through her Gth in connection with 
her marriage (as well as other questions 
about her—but here we are discussing only 
the ramifications of what her marriage will 
mean and indicate). 


As the co-ruler of her 5th we see her Mars 
brings to her marriage, through the house of 
service (6th), her own and others’ creative 
ability. Because the Sth is the house of love 
affairs, it is quite possible that she would meet 
her husband-to-be through an environment 
of health or illness. We have already seen 
-that he might be a doctor—well, there’s a nice 
lictle plot: she is in a hospital, the handsome 
young foreign interne enters the room, their 
eyes meet. All right, all right! But you can 
reconstruct astrologically amy situation you 
read in your novels and short stories—be- 
cause astrology explains all the environmental 
situations of life. 

And that, in a way, is what the astrological 
interpreter is doing—dramatizing nature's 
laws, telling what they mean in terms of the 
way humans work them out in living. By see- 
ing a law in terms of its action we gradually 

perceive some of what the law is intrinsically. 
"As co-ruler of her Sth, Mars in the 6th 
also refers to her children. One of her chil- 
dren might become a doctor (our dramatic 
sense might suggest that this could be a son 
of a famous surgeon, Dr. T in this case, fol- 
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lowing in his father’s footsteps). 


It isn’t that these are the things that will = 
happen in the sense of fated events; it 1s, 
however, that these described events are pos- 
sible under the laws that are expressing — 


through the horoscope. Practice interpreta- 
tion by finding the astrological law at work 
behind every event that is known in the life; 


it will be but one of the events possible under _ 


chat law or set of laws (positions and condi- 
tions in the horoscopes of those involved in 


the event), b#t—and this is scientifically very 


important—it will not be one of the events 


possible under any other set of laws then ) 


those that are expressed in such horoscopes. 


And we also see Venus in Mrs. T’s 7th, as 
already mentioned, This i- not as powerful by _ 


itself as the Sun or the 7th house ruler, for 
it is at considerable distance from the cusp 
of the house in which it is located. But there 
are other factors that strengthen this position 
by repetition—that is, some of the indica- 
tions of Venus in this horoscope are found 


elsewhere, too, making for accent where — 


otherwise it would not appear. For instance, 


her Venus rules the Sth, which has already — 
been discussed in connection with her 7th 
house affairs under Mars; and it is co-ruler 


of the 11th, also discussed under her Mars 
rulership. Thus we see both the ruler and co- 


ruler of both the 5th and 11th houses in her A 
chart of life are related to her marriage, dou- 
bling the influences already discussed under 


these houses. 


Her Venus is aspecting Jupiter in the Ist, 
the house of her personality, temperament 
and manners. And Jupiter rules her 6th, com- 
ing back to double those health and service 
indexes already mentioned. It begins to look 


- more and more like the doctor. AGS

Everyone born with Cancer rising will 
have a marriage conforming to Saturn in one 
of several ways; but not everyone will marry 
someone older (one of the possible ways). 

And it isn’t as simple as that, either. For 
in every one of these thousands of charts 
with Cancer rising, the Saturn will be placed 


differently. as to house and sign occupied, 
_ and as to aspects involved. Which in each 


case will influence the marriage differently. 
In some cases, of course, there will be no 


_ marriage; for that is distinctly one of the 


Saturnine possibilities. In some cases this will 
be modified to a late marriage, or one delayed 
or postponed by obstacles of lingering nature, 
probably responsibilities. 

In other cases the mate chosen will be 
older, or will be widowed; or will be of a 


nature which makes him or her seem older 


to the native. 
In still other cases, the chosen mate will 
be a native of Capricorn, or will have a Saturn 


_ prominent and strong in the nativity. 


Add to this all the thousands of modifi- 
cations caused by the individual planetary 


_ positions and aspects, and you have the reason 
why everyone born with a Cancer Ascendant 
does, and does not, have the same marital 


experiences. 
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“When Saturn gets. around to entering — 
Cancer, in 1944, it will oppose my Moon 
and at the same time conjunct my wife's 
Sun. Please let us know what to expect.”

Ie will depend greatly upon the relation 
between you when this ray is felt. ; 
You know that in order to apply astrology, | 
the astrologer must be aware of the level of 
development with which he is dealing in the 
human being.

bonds there are and are not, I can only reply 
generally. 3 
If you and your wife have unsettled prob-- 
lems of significant size, then this time will 


undoubtedly bring them to a head definitely — 


and in a way that will require heavy effort 
to adjust and settle.

9th house sign on the 4th with three planets 
therein will mean lack of permanency in the 
married home? Especially as your own in- 
dications show desire for domestic roots and 
habits? 

There will have to be some adjustment 
between you two; for you represent the two 
extremes in your respective attitudes toward 
home. You, the fixed (Taurus) builder, and 
your fiancee the movable (Sagittarius) 
traveler. The only way to work it out happily 
in married life is for both to give up a little 
of the natural inclinations, and meet half 
way.

The native, for it is his chart. He feels tt 
in several ways, direct and indirect. For tn- 
stance, his own attitude toward his partners, 
equals, allies, and opponents changes in ac- 
cord with the nature of the transitting planet. 


‘Then too, under these vibrations the type of — 


equals he meets (attracts) will in all cases 
be found to conform to the planet in 
question. 


A secondary factor is that as the natives — 


own attitude changes the persons in his 7th 
house feel it and respond accordingly. 
Have you no Capricornian friends or 


family members you can observe as Jupiter 
_transits their 7th? Or do you know someone 
born in Sagittarius who is showing symptoms 


of feeling Saturn-Uranus in 7th. People with 


either Capricorn or Sagittarius rising are 


equally good subjects for study.

Neither in my birth chart nor in my 
Equilibrium chart are there any transits 
through either my 3rd or my 8th house. Yet 
recently my brother died suddenly.

Your own 8th house is the house of your 
death. Your 3rd house is the house of your 


relations with your brothers and sisters. But —

other house, your 10th. For your 10th is the — 
8th house from your 3rd, and therefore rules” 
the deaths of brothers and sisters (and neigh- — 
bors), as well as other terminations con- 


cerning them. : 


Please notice that at present you have in 
your natal i0ch house the two heavy planets _ 
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Saturn and Uranus; the first connoting loss 
or sorrow, the second unexpected and sudden 
experiences. I do not imply that with these 
planets here your brother just had to die; 
several other forms of Saturn-Uranus in- 
fluence could have been felt. 


“I am thinking of going into business with 
a man whose Sun trines mine, but whose 
Uranus-Mars conjunction falls on my 7th 
cusp.

cluding trees, etc. In “The Philosophy of 
Natural Magic” by Henry Cornelius Agrippa 
is considerable valuable data, not only on 
astrology in the vegetable kingdom, but on 
other specific rulerships, much of which is 
not to be found elsewhere. 
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As to the second half of your question, — 


there is this passage from Agrippa: 


“Amongst vegetables, everything that 


bears fruit is from Jupiter; and everything 


that bears flowers-is from Venus. All seed — 


and bark is from Mercury. All roots are from 


Saturn. All wood is from Mars. And all leaves 
from the Moon. Wherefore, ail that bring 


forth fruit and not flowers are of Saturn and 


Jupiter; but they that bring forth flowers — 


and seed, and not fruit, are of Venus and _ 


Mercury; those that are brought forth of 
their own accord, without seed, are of the ~ 
Moon and Saturn. All beauty is from Venus, 
all strength from Mars, and every planet rules _ 
and disposeth that which is like to it. Also — 
in stones, their weight, clamminess, and 
slipticness (?) is of Saturn, their use and 
temperament of Jupiter, their hardness from 
Mars, their life from the Sun, their beauty 
and fairness from Venus, their occult virtue 
from Mercury, and their common use from 
the Moon.” |

_ (Reply:) The health chart is a pictured ver- 
sion of some of the oldest and most tested 
rules of therapeutic astrology—but by no 
means all of them. They are the dominants 
and are offered as a guide to the majority of 
physical ailments; they can be applied to some 
extent also to non-physical imbalances, but 
should be so used only with considerable as- 
trological understanding of the Se use| 
between unseen causes and their objective et- 
fects. 3 

Here are the laws which dictate the forma- 
tton of the chart each month: 

Said Ptolemy: “Pierce not with iron thac 


part of the body ruled by the sign in which 
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the Moon is found at the time.” This applies 
equally to treatment that is drastic, as well as 
to operations. The chief reason for this rule 
is that the Moon is so powerful an agent for 
growth that when its stimulus is given to a 
part presided over by the sign it is in added 
growths are likely to develop where the cut 
is made. This is something that has ever been, 
and will ever be, a mystery to the non-astro- 
logical surgeon, for he can never understand 
why he will have foreign growths in some of 
his cases and not in others, although the same 
technique and the same part of the body is 
involved (he doesn’t appreciate the differ- 
ences in the vibrations. at different times). 
These added growths are often referred to as 
“complications.” ie 
So the sign occupied by the Moon is black- 
ened in the chart. Reference to the daily 
ephemeris in the calendar pages will show that 
the exact same times and signs are used in the 
diagonal series of rectangleson the chart. 
Jupiter, too, is likely to produce added 
growths if the part of the body ruled by ics 
Sign is “pierced with iron” (operated upon, 
or treated too strenuously). Jupiter, it is said, 
is a great healing agent, but it does its bes 
work from a distance; that is, by aspect rather 
than conjunction. The reason for this is that 
the ailment is shown by some planetary posi-_ 
tion in the horoscope that indicates sensi- 
tivity to the ailment; it is a weak spot that _ 
gives way when overwork, indulgence or ex- 
posure drains the vitality below normal 
One of the bese illustrations of this uncover- 
ing of weakness that I ever witnessed was 
when a party of untrained hikers (including - 
myself) climbed a mountainous trail for 
twenty miles one day. At the end of the trail 
every one of us had something the matter 
with us as a resule of the unusual effore—but — 
it wasn’t the same complaint with each of us. 
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One thought it perfectly natural that his feet 
hurt; he had been walking on them, hadn't 
he? But the next had a headache—“Every 
time I go past my normal expenditure of 
strength, I get my old neuralgia” was the -per- 
fectly logical explanation of this man, whose 
feet weren't bothering him a bit. Another 
couldn’t eat supper—his stomach had turned 
over or something, and he wasn’t at all sur- 
prised: he knew it would and never should 
have tried this long a hike. One woman of the 
party knew she would never be able to re- 
turn the following day because her hip joints 
were in flames—she could hardly move when 
she attempted to rise after resting an hour. 
With me personally, it was my back, which 
I had injured some years before—unless I 
approach strenuous physical exertion by easy 
stages of training, I get it right in the opposi- 
tion to my Sun, which is in Aquarius (the 
opposition being Leo, which rules the spine). 

It does not always require a visible or im- 
mediate cause to uncover weakness. The 
cause may be some bad habit of thought or 
emotion that has been contributing little by 
little for years—and then, when a major 
planet transits the sensitive spot which has 
thus been made weak by the,mode of living, 
thinking or feeling, the effect hits us. Had we 
lived, thought and used our emotions as we 
should, the same transit over the same planet 
or configuration in our nativity wouldn't 
have produced the negative effect, for we 
wuld not have weakened ourselves. 


The chief planets that uncover our weak- 
nesses, in addition to the Moon, are Saturn, 
Jupiter and Mars. Saturn acts by cold, ex- 
posure and congestion, slowing down our 
function in that part of the body indicated 
by Saturn’s occupancy, if we have weakened 
it. Saturn is the tester of everything it meets 
(transits). Ic challenges all the departments 


of our life as it slowly circles the orbit of. 


the twelve signs, taking up each and every 
factor in our existence, meting out justice 
according to our performance. Most of us 
call it by some name other than justice—it 
has even been called “hard luck”—for unless 
we are more wise than the average person, 
we don’t particularly yearn for what we have 
coming to us as the result of what we have 
done, thought and felt. 

Thoughts and feelings are often more pro- 
ductive of illness than faulty diet. Some folks 
who live absolutely blameless lives at the 
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dinner table, never even tasting strychnine 


On toast, ptomaine sandwiches or poison ivy. 


salad, still have all the symptoms and dis- 
comforts of indigestion—and the reason is 
that they aren’t kind to their close relatives. 
This may be a cause-effect relationship that 
can’t be physically trailed like footprints in 
the snow, but those who insist that nothing 
exists unless you can take a photograph of 
it will continue to look upon nine-tenths of - 
their nervous short circuits and emotional 
malfunctions as the mysterious and unpte- 
dictable peculiarities of a jealous and unrea- 
sonable “God”. 

When Mars stirs up a weak spot in us, the 
result is usually inflammatory, feverish, dry 
hotness. Mars is always dry and hot, but when 
it goes over Our strong spots we do not notice 
it: our inner balance takes care of it. This 
planet, like all planets, is constantly going 
around the circle, making the rounds of 
every part of the human body, like Jupiter 
and Saturn, showing up the weak spots in 
its own characteristic manner. 

The question may well be asked: Why 
shouldn’t we treat or operate on a condition 
when it is manifest—one wouldn’t be ex- | 
pected to operate or treat if there were no 
discomfort, would one? 


The answers to this are several: 

Most operations are not necessary. An 
operation is always a shock to the entire 
system—a completely healthy man would be 
definitely reduced in vitality if operated on 
to remove his gall bladder, appendix or other - 
part, no less than if shot or stabbed. It is 
therefore wise to operate on an already vitally 
depleted person only in situations of grave 
emergency. | 

In the majority of cases, the situation of 
grave emergency was a long time getting to 
be that way. Proper modes of living would 
have prevented the person from arriving at 
such a state at all (extending this principle 
back into previous lives, for some of our pres- 
ent effects are definitely the result of former 
bad living and consequent Karma). 


Nature’s laws of health will do wonders 
for us if we don’t interfere with them. Our 
medicines are rarely cures. It has been said 
by high medical authority that drugs can do 
only three things: intensify, retard and mask 
the cycle of ailment when once it has begun. 
Therefore, if this be true (and it probably 
is true), most medical treatment is an added. 
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other 
tion if making judgment on delicate situa- 
‘tions—and each individual case is in some 


burden onthe resources of our physical 


economy—necessary at times, of course, to 


effect concentration of our forces at the point 


of malignancy—but never without conse- 
quences in the rest of our powers. If we can 
possibly do so, the best way in the long run 
is tO permit nature to effect the return of 
balance by correcting our faulty living 
habits: change diet, improve balance of ex- 
ercise and rest, eliminate extremes of all 
kinds. Most of us, however, want to swallow 
a magic pill and feel good while continuing 
our violations of nature's laws. 

One more astrological law is involved in 


our monthly Health Chart. 


It is the law that produces a minor horo- 
scope (of the case) when operation or treat- 
ment is begun. The Moon is chief significa- 
tor in such horoscope. If it be in a double- 


| bedied sign (Gemini, Virgo, Sagittarius or 


Pisces), there is almost certainty that repett- 
tion will follow: the operation will have to 
be done again, or the ailment will recur 
after a period of apparent cure. 

Gathering these factors together, we can 
easily see why it is unwise to start or change 
things concerning an ailment when the Moon 
is in a double sign—therefore we indicate the 
entire period as doubtful for any part of the 
body at such time as the Moon is so located 
by the horizontal gray. 

The vertical gray indicates the presence of 
Jupiter, Saturn or Mars in the sign. 

When two grays overlap, the part of the 
body indicated is made black to show that 
there is more than one reason for postponing 
drastic action in that part. 

These notes are in no way to be under- 
stood as covering the subject, for all the 
lanets are to be taken into considera- 


way different from al! others, according to the 
horoscope and history of the person involved. 
But the Health Chart as published here 


‘monthly gives the more obvious general in- 


fluences at work in all our lives. The student 


can apply the same laws, according to the na- 


tures and rulerships of the planets, to any 


case that is before him.

| Fun with a Table of Houses as | 


Dear Wynn: 1 have been setting up horo- 
scopes for two years and have just come to 


the realization that I don’t know anything at - 


all about what a house is. I get the Sidereal 
Time for a nativity and then copy out the 


corresponding cusps from the Table of. 


Houses, but I don’t have any mental picture 
of what it 7s. I have been ‘reading all the 
serious astrological magazines and have 
vaguely obtained the impression that a house 
is three-dimensional; also, from your re- 
marks concerning Saturn rising and setting, 
I see that a planet's body can be on one side 
of a cusp while its zodiacal position is on the 
other, All this is delightfully unsatisfactory 
to one who would like to have a mental grasp 
of what a horoscope really is. Where can I 
find this information? wypw SupscRIpER 


(Reply:) The information you seek is more — 


or less to be found in various text books, a 
portion here and another portion there. As 
complete a presentation as I have seen in 
one place is in Alan Leo's CASTING THE 
Horoscope, where you will find a good 
drawing of the sphere and the factors that 
produce the houses of the horoscope, together 
with lucid explanation. This volume is to be 
had from all good occult book stores, or any 
book store can obtain it for you. Also, try the 
second hand dealers. 

There is much you can learn from study 
of a Table of Houses, such as the one in the 
back of your ephemeris. 


Numerous methods for dividing the 


sphere have been offered by astrological stu- _ 
dents, but the one most accepted today by 


informed practitioners is the semi-arc method 
of Placidus. This is the one you find in — 


Raphael’s Ephemeris and Tables of Houses, 
as well as in nearly all other publications. 


Shae 
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Semi-arc means half-arc. This method be- 
comes easy to perceive when we think of the. 
Sun along its zodiacal path from day to day. 
On any particular day the Sun is in approxi- 
mately the same degree of the zodiac, for its 
daily motion is about one degree along the 
ecliptic (zodiac). It has a day arc and a 
night arc; these are called diurnal and noc- 
turnal arcs. The day arc is from the moment 
the Sun rises at the eastern horizon of a 
place until it sets at the western horizon of 
the same place, measured in time or distance 
along the circle (Sidereal Time and the de- 
grees and minutes that measure R.A. are the 
same thing in different scales of counting ). 

For instance, on March 21st the Sun is in 
the first degree of Artes. This is the equinox, 
or time of the year when we have equal days 
and nights, or a solar day arc of 12 hours and 
a solar night arc of 12 hours. At this time, 
stating the same fact in another way, the 
Sen is above the horizon for 12 hours and 
below the horizon for 12 hours. Let’s see how 
this fact is shown in the Table of Houses. 


Opening to the Table of Houses for the | 


latitude of New York City (40°43’ N), we 
find Aries 0° at ST 18 00 00 on the ascen- 
dant, or eastern horizon. Now we know that 
it takes just 12 hours for this point to go up 
over the rnidheaven and down the other side 
of the heavens to the western horizon, for 
that is what the Sun does when it is in that 
degree every year, so we add 12 hours to 18 
and get 6 (30 minus the 24-hour circle )— 
the Table of Houses had better be right on 
this point, for we kxow what it ought to be: 
Aries 0° should be setting (Libra 0° rising 
is the same thing, for opposite points of the 
zodiac rise and set at the same moment). 
And what do we find? We find Libra 0° 
rising (on the ascendant) at ST 6 00 00! 
Just what it should be. The Table is right. 


We know something else about this point: 
we know that just half-way between sunrise 
and sunset (on any day) the Sun is at the 
midheaven (10th cusp, or MC). So Aries 0° 
had better be on the 10th in the Table 6 
hours after it rises on that day—18 plus 6 
equals 24, or the beginning of the circle at 
~ST 0 00 00. What do we find? At ST 0 00 00 
Aries 0° is at the 10th! The Table is correct 
again. The , 

That shows us what a semi-arc is. 6 hours 
is the semi-arc of 12 hours. 

What have we here? 
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-semi-arc of Aries 0°. af 


We have the division of the sphere into 
four quadrants, measured in parts of a 24- 
hour day. All time is measured on the Barth's 
equator, one complete turn of the Barthon = 
its axis (north-south pole) being the 24-hour 
circle. Any angle can be measured in pro- 
portion of the 24 hours or in proportion of 
the 360° circle. Thus one-quarter of one 
equals one-quarter of the other: 6 hours is 
the same as 90°, a eee 

This demonstrates that when it is in 
Aries 0°, the Sun takes 6 hours to go 90° 
from the ascendant (eastern horizon) to the 
midheaven. BN Seat 2: 

We therefore say that the semi-arc of 
Aries 0° is 90° or 6 hours of ST. When we 
say “semi-arc” we mean Diurnal Semi-Arc 
(DSA); if we meant Nocturnal Semi-Arc 
(NSA), we would say it completely: “noc- 
turnal semi-arc’”. : eae AG 

A house is one-third of a quadrant (or 
one-twelfth of the entire sphere, which is 
the same thing). It is as though the sphere 
were a big watermelon and we were cutting = 
it up into twelve parts. That should give you 
the three-dimensional concept. But let's go. 
back to Aries 0° for another fact. 

One-third of the distance from the eastern 
horizon to the midheaven ought to bring us 
to the 12th cusp. We know it takes this 
zodiacal point 6 hours to go through the en- 
tire quadrant, so it should require 2 hours 
(one-third of 6) to go one-third of the dis- 
tance (arc). In other words, if Aries 0° is” 
on the Ist cusp at ST 18 00 00, it should be 
on the 12th cusp at 20 00 00. So we look in 
the table for this ST and there it is! We can 
ignore the few seconds of ST, for our table 
is made with the midheaven as its basis and 
the other cusps are given for the nearest de- 
gree when the indicated point (full degree) 
is at the midheaven. | 5K 

Add another third of the semi-arc of Aries” 
0° and get ST 22 00 00. Presto! There is our 
point on the 11th cusp. : 

And so on, all around the.circle. Remember _ 
to take the point opposite Libra 0° when you 
want to find the ST of Aries 0° on the right 
hand side of the chart. For instance: at 
ST 2 00 00, Aries 0° is on the 9th cusp; this 
is shown in the table as Libra 0° on the 3rd 
(opposite the 9th) cusp. Every 2 hours added 
shows this point on the cusp of the next — 
house; this is because 2 hours is 1/3 of th 
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The only other point on the zodiac that 


has the same semi-arc is Libra 0°, to which 


the same iacts apply. 

How about the other degrees of the circie? 

The same principle works perfectly, but 
the figures, or measurements, differ. 

One of the easiest ways to see this is in 
the seasons, with their consequent inequal- 
ities of day and night—again we use the Sun 
as our demonstrator. 

We all know that the Sun at the begin- 
ning of summer is above the horizon longer 
than at any other time of the year. The be- 
ginning of summer is when the Sun is in 
Cancer 0°. Therefore, the SA (semi-arc) of 
Cancer 0° should be considerably greater 
than that of Aries 0°. 

To find the SA of a zodiacal point, from its 
ST when on the 10th subtract its ST when at 
the ascendant. ie 

In the table for the latitude of New York 
City we find that Cancer 0° is at the 10th 
when the ST is 6°00700° and that it rises (is 
on the ascendant) at ST 22°32" approxi- 
mately, Calling the firse figure 30 hours (we 
must add the circle of 24 hours when the 
mumber to be subtracted is greater), 
we find that the difference is 7"28°—the 
semi-arc of Cancer 0°. 

One-third of this SA is 2°29”. Let's add it 
co the time when Cancer 0° is on the Ist 
cusp and see if it produces the ST when the 
same point is on the 12th cusp. 22:32 plus 
2:29 equals 1:01 (dropping the 24-hour 
circle), and at approximately this ST in the 
table we find our point on the 12th cusp. 
The slight difference is in a combination of 
the midheaven basis for the table and the 
fact that our third of the semi-arc is a little 
more than 2:29. 

: You can do this with any degree of any 
sign, around the entire ciecle—buc be sure 


— your NSA is figured from the Ist to 4th, or 


from 4th to 7th cusps. 
The Table of Houses is calculated for the 
ecliptic (Sun’s path) only, and planets can 


: be north or south of this line (see celestial 


latitude in your ephemeris for all planets— 
the Sun has none because it is always on its 
own path). 

All the houses for any given latitude taper 
down to a point at both the north and south, 
all coming together on the horizon of the 
place at the northernmost and southernmost 
points of that horizon. Remember your 
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watermelon slices, or the segments of an 
orange. A 

There! That may not be a complete dis- — 
sertation on the subject of houses (and it 
isn’t), but it may serve to stimulate your fur- 
ther interest, and give you something to go 
on. You will probably want more informa- 
tion concerning declination and celestial — 
latitude. Get Simmonite or Pearce for fur- 
ther explanations. : me

Ic is well known that the ancients took 
their infants’ horoscopes to the wise men for 
namiag, and that the wise men prepared 
names from the elements of the nativity, pos- 
sibly with some such keys to Celestial and 
sound vibrations as are intimated by this 
table. | 

That it is intended to be used with the 
letters in cold type or written on paper is 
very doubtful, for spelling out of proper 
names in this key leaves much to be desired 
or which is unaccounted for. For instance:

Tbe explanation of such prediction is 
related to psychic sensitivity, plus the fact 
that nothing occurs without cause. Causes 
are set in motion before effects occur, 
whether the time be long or short. There are 
all kinds of sensitivity to these causes. A 
crude type is that of physical observation: 
anyone seeing an unmanned truck rolling 
downhill straight toward a shack full of dyna- 
mite knows in advance of the explosion that 
it is going to happen; his imagination can 
put together a very accurate picture of what 
it will look like when it does happen; he can 
shout to warn men on the other side of the 
shack who do not see the truck coming. 
Those who are consciously psychic can 
perceive similar causes in motion just before — 
they break out into effect, because when the 
cause is “ripe” and ready to manifest it is 
almost existent as the event. Manly P. Hall 
gives an illustration of this in the experience 
of a watchmaker who hung his small springs, 
gears and other parts of tiny timepieces by 
means of magnets on the wall by his work- ~ 
bench. Everything went along all right for 
years; but one day he was dismayed to see ail 
his stock fall from the magnets and scatter 
all over the floor. Something had demag- 
netized the magnets and while he was won- 
dering what it could have been that did it, 
he found himself in the midst of an earth- 
quake. That was a long time ago in Japan 
and was the forerunner of Japan’s earthquake — 
warning. system—it consists of a large iron 
ball suspended from a magnet over a gong. 


When the impending quake demagnerizes “ 


the support of the ball it falls oa the gong 
and all the natives dash for the bamboo 


groves (the safest place in an earthquake). 


A psychic person can sense such demagnetiz- 


ing through his own perceptive faculties— _ : ae 
and often much that is far less physical than 


a magnetic current Or its stoppage. 
The more psychically sensitive the person 
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_the further ahead can he perceive the effects 
of causes already set in motion; perhaps the 
most remarkable of sensitives who ever wrote 
his impressions was Nostradamus, who de- 
rived his long range predictions from a com- 
bination of astrology, use of a Bp and 
other forms of concentration toward the de- 
sired end. 
But let's not jump the logical gap between 
these startling and somewhat isolated facts 
to the conclusion that anyone who sets up as 
a seer really is one. We are much better off 
with students of astrology who have no 
peculiar abilities along psychic lines, who 
have to build careful judgments concerning 
the visible positions and the known influ- 
ences of zodiacal and planetary vibrations. 
These judgments, it may be said, are to some 
extent gifts possessed in greater or less de- 
' gree by different individuals—but they are 
built on solid foundations of study and 
gradual unfoldment of experience.
